TORONTO, ONT., March 25.—The Globe 
publishes the following special cable dated 
London, March 19: A cargo of cattle, export- 
ed on the steamer Brazilian, were slaughtered 
at Liverpool yesterday. Thirteen of the num- 
ber were found to be suffering from pleuro- 
pneumonia of & pronounced’ conta- 
gious type. The animals were purchased 
mainly in the Chicago market. Another car- 
go of cattle exported on another steamer was 
also slaughtered, and fifteen cases of pleuro- 
pneumonia found.

The Archbishop of Cincinnati Asks for 
Public Sympathy and Aid.

His Statement of the Manner in 
Which He was Swamped.

CINCINNATI, March 20.—A letter to the 
pubhie from Archbishop Pyyrcell is published 
this morning. After reciting the struggles of 
his early life, his removal to this diocese, the 
necessity of going into debt te provide for 
the wants of the diocese, ete. 
he dwells on the present financial troubles. 
He stated that it can be safely said that not 
more than $500,000 was money deposited.

RESULT OF COMPOUND INTEREST. 
As‘a proof of this, he cites an instance which 
occurred yesterday, where a creditor called 
witha claim of $1,100, and in presenting 
which he admitted that $800 of it was interest, 
and expressed his willingness to accept $300, 
the amount of the original deposit. The 
claims of hundreds are of the same nature. 
The indebtedness of the diocese, in equity, 
does not amount to more than $1,000,000 to 
place it at the highest figure. He says 
further that for twenty years no general 
collections have been taken up for the support 
of the Diocesan Seminary,the entire burden of 
educating priests falling upon the Archbishop. 
He paid the salaries of professors, fe, 
clothed and educated the semina- 
rians, and he also pajd the expenses during 
the same period for ecclesiastical students 
at Mount St. Mary’s, Emmetisburg, ia 
France, and at Rome. 
IN TWENTY YEARS 
these expenses, which,. in justice, the 
whole diocese should have borne, 
amounted toa vastsum. While in Europe 
he bought a library of 16,000 volumes with

NEW ORLEANS, March 20.—The Clearing- 
house banks decide not to pay out on checks 
more than $200 to one depositor in one day. 
All other payments will be made by the cor- 
tification of checks which shall be received on 
deposit by the banks of the Clearing-house. 
This arrangement will be temporary. 


The New Orleans Panic. 

This morning the news was dotted over the 
wire that all the New Orleans banks had sus- 
pended payment for ten days, until the 29th 
instant. This was startling intelligence to the 
financial world, and a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter was at once detailed to work up the 
matter. 

New Orleans contains twenty-one banking 
institutions, and all of them to avert a com- 
mon danger have agreed to stop payment.

THE FIRST INTIMATION 

of anything like embarrassment in the New 
Orleans monetary market came a couple of 
weeks age, when the Louisiana Savings Bank, 
capital $500,000, suspended. That institu- 
tion pald 15cents on the dollar in cash to the 
depositors and took advantage ofa State law 
| requiring sixty days’ notice of withdrawal. 
The failure was soon followed by that. of the 
Citizens’ Savings Bank, capital $100,000, 
which also required sixty days’ notice.

But the hair that broke the camel’s back was 
| the suspension of the Southern Bank day b>fore 
yesterday, Tuesday, the 18th inst. The 
Southern Bank was one of the oldest in New 
Orleans, its charter dating back more thana 
quarter of a century. It was regarded as a safe 
| and conservative institution, and 
was very suceessful . in weathering 
the panic of 1873, Its capital was $331,500. 
For some time there had been rumors floating 
around financial  cireies in Louisiana 
that the bank was in a weak condition, 
and it is asserted that its failure was 
somewhat hastened by the presentation of a 
& 325,000 draft from a leadiag St. Louis bank. 

The cause of the financial dif- 
ficulties of the Southern Bank 
originated in its being a large holder of 

CONSOLIDATED BONDS 

of the city of New Orleans. Itis said the 
bank holds $600,000 thereof taken when they 
were issued at a high price. A recent de- 
cision of the courts has declared their bonds 
to be illegal, and in con sequence their value 
has shrunk to 29 and 30 cents on the dollar. 
This shrinkage naturally embarrassed the re- 
sources of the institution to such an extent 
that there was nothing left but to close the 
doors. The total liabilities of the bank, ac- 
cording to the March statement, were $958, - 
058 15, while the total assets foot up $1,321, - 
556 11. Itis said that the depositors will be 
paid in full and receive dollar for dollar. 

The day after the suspension the price of 
the Southern Bank stock was $13, on the par 
value $50. 

Yesterday afternoon another suspension fol- 
lowed that of the Southern. This time it was 
the Mechanies’ and Traders’ Bank, with a 
capital of $300,000. 

These successive failures naturally created a 
distrust in the minds of the depositors, and 
yesterday the run on all the solvent banks was 
very heavy. In order to avert what threaten- 
ed to be a severe panic, the banks this morn- 
ing resolved to suspend payment until the 29th 
inst.

It is 
not known that any St. Louis bank will be in- 
volved in any loss. 

ON *CHANGE. 

There was not as much excitement on 
*Change in consequence of the wholesale bank 
suspension in NewOrleans as one would natur- 
ally expect. Several years ago, when the rel 
tions of trade between New Orleans and St. 
Louis were quite different from what they are 
now, such a collapse would have been the 
cause of immense damage. to the 
business men here,’ but none of them. 
appeared to be disturbed to-day with the ex- 
ception, perhaps, of the provision men. New 
Orleans is a large market for St. Louis meats, 
and, of course, orders will be affected by the 
closing of so many banks. In fact, itis diffi- 
cult to see how New Orleans will avoid an ab- 
solute stagnation of nearly all 
kinds of business. The effect 
will also soon be felt by the surrounding coun- 
try. New Orleans may be said to be the finan- 
cial center of all that region adjacent to the 
Mississippi River from Memphis down to the 
Gulf, and the present collapse wili be like 
stopping the wheels of an immense piece of 
machinery. A reporter of the Post-Dus- 
PATCH spoke to a number of business 
men on ’Change about the probable effect of 
the suspension. 

JEORGE BAIN, 
who is one of the largest shippers of flour in 
the city, said the news was startling, but 
there was nothing to be frightened at. 

‘*Tt is not Wke it used to be,’’ said he. *‘If 
St. Louis bnsiness men were. related to New 
Orleans as they were before the 
war, or even up to a ° few 
years ago, such a suspension as that which has 
occurred to-day would probably close every 
bank in St. Louis. But it will really have 
little or no effect here now. We do not sell se 
much to New Orleans now, but we ship our 
goods tbrough there, if we are exporting, and 
really have but little todo with the place except 
as a port of entry and egress. I have not a 
single barrelof flour in New Orleans. but I 
ship a great deal through there for export. 
This is not going to hurt anybody here exc>pt 
the provision men. It may make them squeal 


a little.’’

Burr & Co. did not think there would be any 
immediate effect upon St. Louis business. 
‘*It will, of course,’’ said he, **have an_ef- 
fect upon buyers in the South who depend 
upon the New Orleans banks.

The reporter examined the New Orleans 
quotations for to-day, and it ayas discevered 
that some classes of provisions were even 
firmer to-day than yesterday. This would in- 
dicate that merchants there are not very 
badly scared. Just what the outcome will be 
does not yet _appe ar.

The Building Companies of the City— 
Reply to a Criticism. 
To the Editor of the Post-Disnatch: 

Some weeks ago you specially referred 
to the taxes paid by the building companies 
in a manner calculated te mislead the public 
mind and toinjure corporations which are of 
great benefit to the city generally. Your state- 
ment was to the effect that these companies 
haye evaded taxation. This is not the case in 
any particular. Take, for instance, the com- 
pany with which I have been for so many 
years connected, the St. Louis Mutual House- 
building Company, now in its third series and 
nearly a quarter of acentury old. This com- 
pany has always paid its just proportion of 
taxes on its real estate, money on hand and 
personal property. It has never sought to 
» avoid taxation, not even by the universally 
popular method, of investing in Government 
bonds. It is this very fact that gives addi- 
tional force and justice to the opposition of the 
companies to the method of assessment now 
attempted, viz.: adding to our assessed values 
the cost of the houses we have transferred to 
stock-holders. To do this is not only grossly 
unjust, but I believe illegal. These houses do 
not belong to the companies; they are the pro- 
perty of the stockholders, and they pay the 
taxes on them; the only claim the companies 
have on them is an agreement for the payment 
ofrent monthly. If the companies are com- 
pelled to pay taxes on them after the owners 
have already done so, it is evident that double 
taxation of the most oppressive kind is the re- 
sult. The companies object to and resist this 
arbitrary mode of assessment, which has nev- 
er been attempted before during the past quar- 
terof a century in nearly all the large cities 
of the country. These companies, instead of 
being embarrassed by local restrictions, are 
directly fostered and protected because they 
are important instruments in civie growth and 
development.  lLcertainly think Louis 
should not adopt an opposite policy, and I 
know well it will prove a detriment to tbe 
architectural expansion of the city shouid it 
be enforced.

PEATIT OF JUDGE GEO, W. MILLER, 

George W. Miller, Judge of the First 
Judicial Circuit, died this*evening at 7 o'clock, 
at his residence in this city, at the age of 74 
years. He was taken ill about six weeks ago, 
while attending court at Boonyiile, but short- 
ly after his return home recovered. About 
two wecks since he reccived a stroke of paral- 
ysis, Which refused to yield to treatment. He 
was born in Christian county, Ky., and came 
with his father to this State in 1818, and set- 
tledin Howard county,representing that coun- 
ty in the General Assembly in 1822-23-24-2). 
The Judge came to this county in 1827 and 
studied law with Judge R. W. Wells, then 
Attorney-General. In 1829 he was appointed 
Postmaster of this city by President Jackson, 
and beldthe office for twelve years. He was 
elected to the Legislature from this county, 
and re-elected in 1834. In 1858 he was elected 
and re-elected in 1842; 
was appointed Auditor of Public Aceounts, 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Mr. McDearmon. In 1850 
was again elected to the Senate. 
he was chosen Judge of this circuit, 
which position he has held ever since, with 
the exception of about four years after the

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KINDS OF CURRENCY. 
A Review of the Different Denomina- 
tions Now in Usein the United States. 
[Washington Dispatch,to the Chicago Inter-Ocean. | 

Treasury officers receive many ‘complaints 
about the circulating medium of the country, 
and enough plans are suggested for improve- 
ment to drive a man crazy. Treasurer Gil- 
flilan thinks the whole currency structure 
needs overhauling and remodeling, but as the 
very agitation is dangerous to business inter- 
ests, he is uncertain whether we had better 
remodel the establishment or drift along in the 
old way. 

We now have more kinds of national money 
than ever before in our history as a nation. 
The different sorts can be enumerated thus: 

1. Copper cents. 

Nickels. 
Subsidiary silver. 

. Old silver. 

. Standard silver dollars. 
Trade dvullars. 
Twenty -cent pieces, special coinage. 
Gold. i 
Treasury notes. 
National bank notes. 

11. Fractional currency. 

Fractional currency is nearly all withdrawn 
from circulation, although there is some $14, - 
QUO ,000 of it that has never been presented for 
redemption. Nowthatit is well out of the 
see | there is a demand for a reissue, particu- 
larly of the fifty-cent pieces. Letters are re- 
ceived at the Treasury almost daily, asking 
why a limited amount of fifty-cent ractional 
notes cannot be put into circulation as a mat- 
ter of convenience in sending small sums 
through the mails. At present, if a man 
wants to send fifty cents to New York or else- 
where, or subscribe three months for a coun- 
try paper, he has to get a Post-office order, or 
check on some distant city, or inclose tage 
stamps. Many establishments im large 
cities for the sale of small ‘‘trinkets’’ through 
the mails have been broken up by the with- 
drawal of fractional currency. 

Treasurer Gilfillan thinks that the isste of

‘three or four millions of dollars in fifty-cent 


pieces would bea public convenience. From 
some parts of the country come complaints of 
the scarcity of one and two dollar bills. No- 
body complains of a redundancy of these. ee 
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Complaints about 20-cent pieces are increas- 
ing, but the official is powerless to remedy 
the matter, as there is no provision for the re- 
demption of these little nuisances. Congress 
ordered the coinage stopped, and there the 
matter rests, with no provision of redemption. 
These coins offer a premium to dishonesty, as 
the majority of men 4¥ho receive them for 25- 
cent pieces (which they so much resemble) 
will attempt to pass them for the same. There 
are over $1,000,000 of them in circulation, and 
they are a continued cause of annoyance and 
small swindling. 

There are manycomplaints of a redundancy 
of silver, particularly from small towns,where 
it accumulates, and no complaints from any 
direction that there is a scarcity of it. All of 
the old silver has come out of its holes, and 
this, added to the Mexican dollars, the ‘‘dad- 
dy’’ dollars, the trade dollars, the immense 
amount of subsidiary silver, makes a quantity 
about three times larger than we ever had be- 
fore in circulation at one time. 

There is a difference of opinion among 
Treasury officials as to what the eventual 
‘‘upshot’’ will be. The ‘‘daddy’’ dollars 
are being rolled out at the rate of $2,000,000 
monthly, adding that much to the weight of 
the silver in circulation, for that these dollars 
must be got into circulation is conceded, even 
by those who think we are overdoing the sil- 
ver business. With somany different kinds 
of money in circulation, and so much of it, it 
isa matter of astonishment at the Treasury 
that there should be cemplaints from any 
quarter of a scarcity. As an official remarked 
the other day, there are enough kinds and 
enough of a kind to satisfy the most fastidi- 
ous. 

Among those who are pleased with the pres- 
ent condition of the currency are the pocket- 
book manufacturers. A book that lasted two 
years with fractional currency now lasts 
about six months under the silver dispensa- 
tion.

Which is to Outdo all Former Efforts.

A Whole Newspaper or a Signature to a Deed 
to be Flashed Across the Ocean 
in Almost No Time. 


{From the New York World. 1] 

In the Boston Post of last Tuesday appeared 
an account of a plan of cable telegraphy which 
sets at defiance all the methods of telegraphic 
transmission now known. The news of the 
Post came from London and announced that 
the American Cable Company was one of the 
parties to.a contract which would give the 
company the exclusive right to a process by 
means of which, at a minimum, ten messages, 
each of twenty words, could be sent each min- 
ute from London or Paris to this city. The 
maximum of transmission was said to be 2,000 
words per minute, or ten times the minimum 
rate. By this method, if feasible, an entire 
newspaper published one side of the ocean 
could be reproduced in less thanan hour on 
the other side in fac-simile and stereotyped at 
a ridiculously small expense. According to 
the article in the Post the pew invention will 
not only reduce the cost of cable telegraphy 
between this country and England and the 
eontinent to three to five cents per word, but 


the investment in the company will pay a div- 
idend of front Sto 20 per cent. Wonderful as 
are the capabilities of a wire and an electric 
current, these statements seemed so extrava- 
gant that a World reporter called at the office 
of the American Cable Company on yesterday 
in pursuit of information about the *‘starthng 
invention’’ referred tointhe Post, and saw 
one of the company’s, officers, who said: 

‘*The American Cable Company does not 
need gratuitous advertising, and I regret that 
the Post should have made the statements 
which are ridiculed by some of to-day’s pa- 
pers. It does not desire to announceits plans 
just now, and it has no favors to ask; when 
its line is working to Europe for five cents 
the word the newspapers may compliment 
us if they will. The silver wedding of the first 
cable has seen a reduction from #2 a word to 
seventy-five cents. Iexpectits golden anni- 
versary will presevt something better than 
that. The day has nearly gone when any cor- 
poration may impose an almost prohibitory 
transit-tax upon each word of important news 
and urgent-commercial correspondence pass- 
ing between this country and Lurope. 

‘*Concerning the new fac-simile process. of 
telegraphing, about which the Post has 
spoken, we wish to say nothing... Be it good 
or bad. we own the exclusive right to use it 
across the Atlantic. The power. of perform- 
ance which the inventor claims for his system 
is carefully stated in our contract with him, 
and you may scan that for your own private 
information, but not for publication. 

‘>The fact is that a few gentlemen have pri- 
vately joined together to carry out a certain 
telegraphic enterprise. They expect to suc- 
ceed in their undertaking, and when they have 
done so our people will enjoy cheaper cable 
communication and everybody will know all 
about it. We have managed to keep out of the 
newspapers; we don’t believe iu hunting ducks 
incompany with a brass band, and shall 
continue tomind our own business. This 
policy has enabled us to. quietlv acquire sev- 
eral important inventions. We own a re- 
peater which LIconsider the most wonderful 
instrument of our group, and yet nothing 
about it has vet appeared in the newspapers. 
I suppose when I assertit may be used sue- 
cessfully on a cable at the bottom of the sea, 
[simply invite all telegraphers to howl and 
pronounce me an idiot. Weshall see; the 
unexpected often happens.’’ 

‘*But what about vour company’s other in- 
struments, without which, the Post suggests, 
the new fac-siwile system Was unavailable 
fur a cable?*’ 

‘Oh, that instrument enables us to use.a 
printer on a long deep-sea cable; our ability to 
do that facilitates the use of the new fac-sim- 
ile apparatus. Let ame explain that on the 
Atlantic cables, as now worked, the receiy- 
ing instrument is Thomson’s siphon-recorder. 
In his system, or rather in the system. which 
is a combination of the inventions of Jenkin, 
Varley and Thomsen, the Morse code of 
signals is used, and that you know is compos- 
ed of long and short dashes, and requires three 
of such signs to express the average letter. 
The siphon-recorder has to receive from the 
cable that number of electrical impulses and 
make that number of movements to represent 
a single letter. It movesinone direction to 
indicate a dash and when it swings to the.op- 
positg.side it meansadot. It leaves upona 
moving ‘paper tape a wavy trail of ink, 
and as the sinuosities of that mark are 
to the one side or the other of the middle line of 
the paper, so the operator interprets them as 
dots or dashes. The addition of the new du- 
plex system adds about 20 per cent only to the 


tions essential to that acceleration are so very 
delicate, and the electrical ‘balance’ is so 
easily disturbed that the employment. of the 
duplex apparatus has not justified the slight- 
est reduction in the tariff of the Anglo- Amer- 
ican combination.

word. You can easily reckon that by the use 
of our printer alone we will be able 
four times as many words at one quarier of 
their tarriff. That is, at 18 3-4 cents per word; 
using no heavier battery and transmitting the 
same number of signals, we can receive. four 
times as many words and carn the same quan- 
tity of dollars per day as they can. And all 
this independent of the much-abused fac- 
simile process. 

‘*But is not the use of a printer on an At- 
lantie cable of itself ‘wildly absurd’ ?’’ 

‘*Oh, Lsuppose itis. 1 apprehend the gen- 
tlemen, whose opinions are given in the pa- 
pers, would judge the use ef a ‘sounder’ ona 
long deepesea cable quite impossible, and as 
constituting by elf the bigger half of the 
problem of practical fac-simile cabling, which 
the Post told them had been solved. With re- 
gard to what I have stated, here is an opinion 
which you may quote briefly if you choose.’’ 

The World reporter recognized in the signa- 
ture of the document handed him the auto- 
graph of an electrician of world-wide repu- 
tation, Whose opinion upon such matters ranks 
second to none, and he copied therefrom the 
following startling paragraph: 

‘*‘T have worked a sounder with your.in- 
struments on a cireuit representing over three 
thousand miles of the French Atlantie Cable 
with seven cells of Daniell’s battery. * ° 
By using your instruments the printer would 
give a printed Roman letter for each impulse. 
* * * It would work on the French cable 
between Brest and St. Pierre (2,584 miles) 
with the batteries usually employed.’’

Gambetta as an Orator. %

It is not often that a man of M. Gambetta’s 
genius gets elected to the presidency of a de- 
liberative assembly in any country, because it 
is the custom of legislators to choose for their 
Speaker men who are reputed to be of sober 
sense and cautious speech. M. Gambetta has 
sober sense enough, but he possesses a fiery 
tongue. He is more guarded in action than 
in utterance; he seldom does foolish things or 
says unwise ones, but hitherto it has not been 
in his nature to recoil from any wordy 
duel, or to come out of it otherwise than vic- 
torious. When assailed he hits back, and his 
speech makes fearful wounds. So great is 


the magic of his oratory that, when he used to. 


speak as a private member, a dead silence 
would fall suddenly upon the whole house. 
Swelling his voice till it reached tothe further- 
most corners of the building, but never blatant-« 
ly, he seemed to be completely master of his 


audience, and his look and attitude always re- 
vealed bis sense of that mastery. Sometimes 
an unlucky foe would grow mutinous and in- 
terrupt him, whereupon M. Gambetta used to 
aweep the benches with his eye just to see 
whether the man was worth replyingto. Ifhe 
were an insignificant person a contemptuous 
shrug would be the only response, but, if he 
were aman who deserved the honor of being 
noticed he would get a word flung baek to him 
with the force of a stone from a sling. In 
either case the usual résult would be the total 
collapse of the offending party.

Szegedin and its Surroundings. 
{From the New York Times. | 

A better idea of the disaster at Szegedin and 
of the causes of the inundation can be formed 
from an outline of the course of the River 
Theiss and of the surrounding country. The 
Theiss takes its rise inthe Carpathian Moun- 
tains, inthe county of Marmaros. It flowes 
westward to Tokay, thence southwest to Szol- 
nok, after which it takes a southerly course, 
until it flows into the Danube south of Titel, 
near the southern boundary of Hungary. The 
length of the river, with all its sinuosities, is 
said to be more than 8&0 miles, and the ex- 
tent of country drained by itis estimated at 
69,000 square miles. It receives numerous 
tributaries on both sides. the principal of 
which are the Bodrog, Hernad, Sajo and 
Zagyva on the right, and the Szamos, Koros 
and Maros on the left. The country for over 
#00 miles slong the lower part of the river is a 
level plain, and the river banks, 
are very low, are covered with

When the snows in 
the mountains begin to melt in the Spring the 
water rushes down the mountain sides with 
great violence, and, the numerous bends in 
the river preventing the steady flow of the 
current, the waters overfiow the banks, 
and flood the surrounding country. In 
the Spring of 1845 a destructive’ in- 
undation occurred, after which an assoeiation 


j° of the property-owners along the river-side 


was formed to devise means to avert future 
disasiers. The channel of the river was 
straightened in several places by digging canals 
so as to give the current a steadier flow, and 
more than eighty miles of banks were thrown 
up along the dikes to keep the water in the 
channel. These improvements were centinued 
as far as Szegedin, and the present inundation 
is said to have been caused by the negligence 
of the Government to complete the imprvve- 
ments.

Dviorce- Case. 


The Story of a Duel Fought in B elgium-- 
Why the General Got a Divorce. 


[From the New York Times. ] 

NEWPOoOkT, R.1I., March 17.—During last 
summer Gen. Albert Gallatin Lawrence, son 
of William Beach Lawrence, the eminent jur- 
ist, and an -ex-Governor of Rhode Island, 
went to Belgium to meet Hon, Amedee Van 
den Nest, formerly Secretary of the Belgian 
Legation at Washington. Gen. Lawreiice, it 
appeared, had got possession of letters writ- 
ten to his wife by Van den Nest, and, not lik- 
ing the contents of ‘them, demand- 
ed satisfaction from the Belgian 
diplomat. The latter admitted that he wrote 
the letters, and declared himself ready to give 
the satisfaction desired. ‘The duel was blood- 
less. Gen. Lawrence was attended by Messrs. 
Carroll Livingston and Bingham Willing, of 
New York, Van den Nest by a cousin. . There 
was only one exchange of shots, Gen. Law- 
rence missing his mark, and his antagonist 
firing inthe air. James Gordon Bennett was 
on the ground, but not in any active capacity. 
Reports regarding this duel had hardly gained 
circulationin this country when they were 
confirmed by the return of Gen. Lawrence, 
and the immediate institution bv him of a suit 
for divorce from his wife, who was atthe 
time, and has since remained, in Europe. 

General AanTSEEAD, who at the time was 
serving as Major-Generai of Volunteers in the 
Union army, was married in September, 1865, 
to Mrs. Eva Kingsbury, niece of President 
Zachary Taylor, and widow of Capt. Kings- 
bury, of Chicago, who was killed at Antietam. 
General Lawrence, after his recovery from the 
three severe wounds received in the charge on 
Fort Fisher, one of which cost him the loss of 
an arm, offered marriage to Mrs. Kingsbury 
and was accepted. The young lady, daughter 
of Joseph Taylor, of Baltimore, was possessed 
of personal eharms and accomplishments which 
rendered her prominent in the social circles of 
Washington and Baltimore. Het match with 
Capt. Kingsbury, who was heir to the vast 
estate of Major Kingsbury, one of the wealth- 
iest citizens of Chicago, was considered espe- 
cially brilliant. The ‘second union was equally 
brilliant in a social point of view, and for some 
years General and Mrs. Lawrence lived most 
happily together. ‘The former, after the close 
of the war, did not actively engage in business, 
aside from the settling of his wife’s es- 
tate, but served a number of times on com- 
missions appointed by Gen. Grant, among 
them being the commission to the Black 
Iif_ls. It was during Gen. Lawrence’s ab- 
sence upon this expe dition, in 1875, th: it gos- 
sip began to connect Mrs. Lawrence’s name 
with that of the Belgian Secretary of Legation. 
When Gen. Lawrence returned froim the 
Black Hills, some.of his friends informed him 
of the intimacy between his wife and Van den 
Nest. Gen. Lawrence wrote a letter to Van 
den Nest, forbidding him to call again upon 
Mrs. Lawrence, and asking a pledge that he 
would not do so. This was given, but a cland- 
estine correspondence resulted. Meanwhile, 
also, it is alleged, there were secret meetings 
at Rve Beach ‘and other places. Gen. Law- 
rence Was not aware of these facts at the time, 
however, and did not believe his wife guilty 
of criminal conduct until February of last 
year, When she suddenly left his house and 
sailed for Europe. It Was soon after discov- 
ered by Gen. Lawrence that Van den 
Nast had also departed. On search- 
ing for proof that would, establish 
the guiit of the two persons, two letters were 
faund written by Van den Nest, urging Mrs. 
Lawrence to fly with him, and protesting in 
fervid terms his undying attachment. When 
these facts became Known to the Belgian 
Charge d’ Affaires, Van den Nest was dismiss- 
ed in disgrace from the diplomatic service. 
Gen. Lawrence placed the letters in the hands 
of Mr. Livingston, and, in company with that 
gentleman and Mr. Willing, as stated above, 

sailed for Be Igium, with the result given. 

In his plea for divorcee Gen. Lawrence set 
forth that his wife bad violated her marriage 
obligations by willfully deserting him in F eb- 
ruary, 1878; thatshe had permitted a man 
named Amadee Van den Nest to become no- 
ticeably intimate with her, and received from 
him frequent visits against her husband’s ob- 
jections; that after being forbidden to 
receive ‘such visits she had secretly en- 
couraged them, had carried on _ ecorre- 
spondence, and had often met Van den Nest 
with excessive familiarity; that at various 
times, in Washington, at Rye Beach and else- 
where she had committed adultery with Van 
den Nest, and that the petitioner now had no 
knowledge as to his wife’s residence. His 
plea was sustained by affidavits -made by 
Messrs. Livingston and Willing. ~ When the 
suit was first published it was denied that 
Mrs. Lawrence had eloped, and a strong de- 


fense was understood to be in course of prep- 
aration.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—The Oliver-Cam- 
eron case was resumed this morning.
